A PROBABLE HISTORY OF THE CYBERMEN 


Though never as popular as 
their predecessors, the Daleks, 
the Cybermen are another in the 
long line of mechanical foes of the 
Doctor. They were introduced in 
the last story starring the First 
Doctor, William Hartnell, in 1966 
("The Tenth Planet"), and of the 
next four actors to play the role, 
only Jon Pertwee never faced 
them. While the history of 
the Cybermen is not quite 
the jumble that the Daleks' is, 

it is probably 
useful to

The Cybermen originated on 
the planet Mondas, Earth's twin, 
orbiting the sun forever 180 de- 
grees away from our home planet, 
and thus never seen by humans. 
Thatis, until the 1980s (the history 
ofthe Earth in the Doctor Who uni- 
verse being somewhat different 
from our own), when the Cyber- 
men began draining energy from 
Earth. Once organic, the Cyber- 
men have, over time, replaced 
their bodies with plastic and steel 
"to make them invulnerable and 
immune to disease. This has also 
made them ruthless and unemo- 
tional, for without the organic na- 
ture of their bodies, all the finer 
sensibilities have been destroyed. 
Their plan is to take control of 
Earth and destroy it before Mon- 
das is destroyed in turn, and bring 
the Earth's humans to Mondas to 
become Cybermen. Their attack 
begins at a South Pole base as 
the Cybermen set up a Z-bomb to 
blow up the planet. The Doctor 
and his companions outwit them 
by causing Mondas to absorb too 
much energy and explode. The in- 
vading Cybermen die without 
Mondas's energy to sustain them. 
(The Tenth Planet) 

With Earth facing increasing

danger from alien attack as it 
makes its first ventures into space 
(and perhaps because of the 
Doctor's frequent presence on 
the planet), the United Nations es- 
tablishes the Intelligence Task- 
force (UNIT), to deal with the 
problem. Heading UNIT's British 
forces is Brigadier Alastair 
Lethbridge-Stewart, who faces 
his baptism of fire when the 
Cybermen paralyze the planet's 
population and invade through the 


sewers! Mankind is unaware of 
the survival of any Cybermen 
until this time, believing they were 
all destroyed when Mondas 
exploded. (Not until some 500 
years later will they learn of 
Telos, the cyborg race's new 
home.) In this invasion, the Cyber- 
men are aided by a treacherous 
human industrialist named Toblas 
Vaughn. The Doctor and UNIT 
destroy the Cybermen paralysis 
weapon (hidden on the far side of 


the Moon) with a missile, and then 
blow up the last of the Cyberfleet. 
(The Invasion) 

In the late 1990s, mankind's 
space exploration had led to a 
giant space station. But explora- 
tion also leads to further encoun- 
ters with alien races, among them 
the still hostile Cybermen, who in- 
vade the station called the Wheel 
in Space, using Cybermats (ro- 
dent-like robots). The Doctor 
and his companions destroy the 
invading Cyberfleet. (The Wheel 
in Space) 

By 2070, mankind has estab- 
lished a base on the Moon, from 
which it is using the Gravitron to 
control Earth's weather. In that 
year, disease breaks out among 
the Moonbase personnel, and 
problems begin plaguing the 
Gravitron. Topping it all off, the 
Cybermen return. They have kid- 
napped some of the Base person- 
nel and plan to control them in 
order to destroy Earth by drasti- 
cally altering its weather. 
They are also responsible for the 
disease. Only when the Doctor 
realizes that Cybermen are sus- 
ceptible to gravity variations — 
that's why they need humans to 
run the Gravitron — are they de- 
feated. The Time Lord turns the 
machine's effects onto the lunar 
surface, sending the Cyberships 
and all their crew off into deep 
space. (The Moonbase) 
Beginning in the year 2400, 
after humankind has spread 
throughout the galaxy, in a vast 
empire, they come into ever great- 
er conflict with the Cybermen 


Cyberwars break out, enveloping 
inhabited space in the Milky Way 
for decades. п the end, the 
Cybermen are all but wiped out 
by humanity when the humans and 
their allies, the Vogans, use the 
vast gold resources of Voga to 
destroy them. (Gold dust adheres 
to the Cyberman respirators and 
effectively suffocates them.) Fol- 
lowing the end of the wars, the 
Vogans move underground, and 
send their tiny planet on a trip 
through the void, in an effort to 
avoid further contacts with Cyber- 
men, or with the human greed for 
gold. (Background info from Re- 
venge of the Cybermen) 

An archaeological expedition 
from Earth arrives on the planet 
Telos in 2450, to discover a tomb 
where some Cybermen are said 
to have been buried when their 
home world of Mondas was des- 


troyed. The Cybermen are actu- 
ally in cryogenic freeze and are 
accidentally awakenéd by the ar- 
chaeologists' work. The Cyber- 
men use Cybermats to attack the 
humans. The Doctor and his 
party manage to neutralize the 
Cybermats and re-freeze the 
Cybermen. (The Tomb of the 
Cybermen) 

The few remaining Cybermen 
make one last desperate attempt 
to destroy the Earth in 2526 by 
using a pair of androids and a 
bomb. In a second try, involving a 
„space freighter, the Doctor, his 
companions, the freighter crew, 
and the Cybermen are all sent to 
the distant past. The Doctor's 
young friend Adric must prevent 
the freighter from destroying the 
Earth in the age of dinosaurs. He 
succeeds, at the cost of his own 
life and that of all the giant sau- 
rians. (Earthshock) 

About four hundred years later, 
Voga has drifted into Earth's solar 
system, and space station Nerva 
is built to act as a beacon warning 
space shipping away from it. The 
station is invaded by Cybermats, 
while a group of Vogans conspire 
with a human named Kellman to 
lure the Cybermen to Voga and 
their destruction. In turn, the 
Cybermen plan to eliminate the 
threat of Voga and its gold forever 
by obliterating the planet with an 
explosion at its core. The Doctor 
and his companions prevent Voga's 
destruction and aid in destroying 
the Cybermen, who are thought 
to be the last of their kind. (Re- 
venge of the Cybermen) 

Only Time will tell if that is true.

The Washington Post, in its an- 
nual New Year's Day list of what's 
"In and Out," this year listed Doc- 
tor Who reruns as "In," as op- 
posed to M*A*S*H reruns. And 
по, it is not true that the Capitol 
dome is bigger on the inside than 
the outside. And the Wall Street 
Journal, for January 3, 1985, 
printed the following article on the 
front page: 

"Move over, Trekkies: Doctor 
Who's cultis growing — and spend- 
ing. 

“Product tie-ins galore sprout 
around the British-TV character, 
the object of a growing U.S. fol- 
lowing . . . ‘I've got anything but a 
complete line of Doctor Who mer- 
chandise, says Henry Frieden- 
berg, a Los Angeles dealer, ‘but if 


you bought one of each it would 
cost you a couple of thousand до!- 
lars." 

The article goes on to talk with 
several other SF and comic store 
owners, including one who notes 
that the market for Doctor Who 
items "hasn't peaked yet," and is 
rivaling the Star Trek market. The 
Journal concludes the item with 
the following: 

"The TV show even spurs sales 
of the Doctor's favorite candy — 
Jelly Babies — despite premium 
prices." 

In the category of famous Who 
fans: The December 23, 1984 
issue of the New York Times 
Magazine featured an article by 
Nora Ephron on owning a VCR, 
illustrated by cartoonist Edward 
Gorey (best-known for his open- 
ing to the PBS series Mystery!).
